THE SOUTHERN CONVENTION. 

Porfeot concord is too much to expect from any 
Aeliberative body, yet we trust that the Southern 
Convention will boldly and unanimously declaro in 
favor of Impartial Suffrage. Thus far itbas not de 
clarod itself opposed to it, and we trast that in free, 
unrestrained debate, tho argument for absolute right 
will provail ovar the reasons of expediency. The del- 
gatos from the extreme Southern States are earnest 
{n demanding the franchise for tho negro as 
Indispensable to thoir permanent cleyation. We 
find tho mon who know most of the Rebelifon, and of 
tho condition and needs of tho South, with fow ex- 
eoptionis, the resolute advocates of Suffrage. Tho 
opposition comes from the Bordor States, which have 
always hesitated at éxtreme measures, We do not 
qaetion the sincero patriotism with which Mr 
Tomes of Maryland dovlared that to onfran- 
oliss the frecdmen would be to enfranchise 
Robels, nor the good intentions of any of the gontle- 
Jaen who aot with him. We are willing to run tho 
~ They bolisyo that in the Border States are 
4y Union men whose prejudices against color are 


qtrofger than their dovotion to prinoiplos, ‘and would 


Hot rasbly risk tho loca'of their votes. Tho deferonce, 
they pay to this prajndico is no doubt inspired by 
over anxiety for the eucooss of tho Union party, and 
To rospeat the motives though wo think tho foar 
unfoanded. 

Messrs, ‘Tuoker of Virginis, Robinson of Florida, 
Pinkerton of Missouri, and nrany others, offerod reso. 
Jutions on the Sth which terecly atated that Impartial 
Suffrage could be no longer safely noglooted. The 
strongest moyoment in fayor of tho principle was the 
resolution of Mr. Moss of Missouri, instruoting the 
Committes on, Resolutions to frame a platform 
favorable to’ Universal Suffrage. The rosola- 
tion was not adopted, but referred, and wo 
should be gorry to construe the reference to mean 
opposition of & majority to its purpose. Woe trust 
that it simply means that the Covention was unwil- 
ling to hastily deoide a question whioh it had submit- 
ted to a regularly appointed committes, The resolu- 
tions will, unquestionably, be fully aud fearloasly 
debated, no matter what thoir nature may be, aud 
that debate ought to conclusively prove Impartial 
Suffrago not only just but expodient. 

That the Convention will unreservedly sustain the 
Congressioncl policy of reconstruction is no reason 
why it should not recognize Impartial Suffrage as 6 
nocossary and inevitable clement of trae Republican 
ism, Tho practical measures of Congress will loso 
no yalue by # declaration of this principle. Bo far 
from believing that the proposition to give 
tho Suffrage to the freedmon, limited by any fair test, 
ywonld interfere with onr Fall campaign, wo are con- 
vinced that it only neads to be proposed to the people 
to arouse an enthusiasm only second to tho national 
joy that wolcomod tho Proclamation of Emancipation. 


STEPHEN A. DOUGLAS. 

Tho President of the United States, tho firet Gen- 
oral of the Army, the first Admiral of the Navy, and 
many thousands of their fellow-citizens, assembled 
‘on the 5th on tho beautiful shores of Lake Michigan to 
do honor to the late Stephen A. Douglas. It is not often 
that statosmon find their enlogists among men of their 
own generation, Tho men who stood around the 
gravo of Douglas wero bis companions. They 
knew him well, In the course of uature bo sbould 
still bo with thom—for Douglas died compara- 
tively young, in the vory fullness of bis life. In fact, 
tho orator who disonssed his career is almost ald 
enough to have been his father. 

It is thirty-two years since Douglas, a poor 
wayfuring Yaukeo boy, went to scek hia fortunes in 
tho State which afterward honored bim as one of hor 
most eminent citizens. Ho swaudered early from bis 
Greon Mountain home, with nothing but o plain New- 
England education, and determination to rise. Tired 
of cabint-making and teaching, be engaged in what 
wos culled “ studying law." The fame of Jackson 
filled the land, and tho smart Yaukes, not oppressed 
with scruples, saw that tho sign in Tennessee waa tho 
atar of conqnost. Hie groat rival, Lincoln, was keop- 
ing a post-offico, fresh from the glories of the Blaok 
Hawk war, Androw Jobnson was Mayor of a little 
mountain town in Tonnessee, Jefferson Da’ a 
fiontenant of dragoons, wos casing the Indians, 
Soward was grieving over his dofeat os Governor, 
Breckinridge was etadying tho orations of Cicero 
against Catiline ot « Kentucky college, Chase was 
endeavoring to gain a law proctico in Cincinnati, 
Sumner was entering the Boston bar, Broderick was 
cutting atone, Grant was o schoolboy in his teons, 
Farragut was watebing the honor of bis flag ou 
the torrid coasts of il, and tho orator 
of the day, tired of war and low, had entered 
politics and become the New-York Sccrotary of State. 
Unlike many of these men, Lincoln especially, Doug- 
Jas, blossomed early. Ho belonged to that bardy 
breed of mon who suit any soil and every lntitudo. 
Torrid or frigid, sunshine or show, the lifo in him 
qras ondaring, He believed in tho rowdy virtue of 
‘American politios, and bad mnoh of tho,rowdy in bie 
aature. He maueged his debates very much 9s Mr. 
Fieenan manages his prize-fights, and conquered by 
sheor thumping. The rocords of our Senate show no 
debates more brutal, ond yet more powerfal, than those 
of Douglas, especially apon the Nebraska bill; and 
it was during this debato that he showed, tho amazing 
power which made his personal influence while ho 
lived greator than that of any American statesman. 
We say ‘‘Amencan statesinan,” and yet wo cannot 
rank Mr, Douglas among the men whose lives lave 
become o part of the nation’s bistors by the very no- 
tionality of their services and their femme. His career 
in Illinois was that of ono who conquered by 
energy, sudacity, and qualities of mind and body 
that mado him the leader of a mob. As  popur 
Jar Ieador, no’one possessed so many elements of suc 
cova as Mr. Douglas, and when wé say this we have 


Guewered the bighost domands of his fame. 
i Jd bavo mado, him n Tea 
Conscience. “Sjarmg toon Yilincis mob, ho 


Tlanagod ‘to bo for the greater part of ble 
career always victorious. By surrendering bim- 
salt to-thv fapirit of Slavery, he became conspionons 
oso leader of tho extreme pro-Slayery wing of the 
Democratic party. Daring the period “of the South- 
‘orm domination that encceeded the fall of Van Buren, 
when publio mon of the North strove to outdo 
each othor in pandering to theSouth, Br. Douglas 
wont beyond thom all, and offered ~up tho Missouri 
Compromise as a sacrifice for the Pre 
dency. What’ the extromo men of tho 
South did not dream of doing, what they 
scarcely dared to msk, Mr. _Donglas did. 
‘The repeal of tho Missouri Compromike wos tho great 
event of his public life, It is not for us to con- 
sider his aftorthonght of an argument called “ Popular 
Sororeignty”—not an argament, indced, but an excuse 
and propitiation. Tho notion saw only un ambitions, 
striving politician, clamoring for the Presidency, 
‘ond willing to riso upon tho ruins of o 
sacred, time-bonored compromise. Whethor their 
jadgment was the true ono or not, we have not the 
power to cay, bat certainly tho Amorican people thus 
believed, and Donglas lost the confidence that 
otherwise would hayo mado him President. Evyon 
the Missouri Compromise would not propitiato tho 
South; avid at Cincinnati the men for whom he had 
inourmd publio scorn, for whom he had risked -hig 
famy aud fortune, abandoned him with cowardly 
timidity end selected Jomos Bucbapan. 

This desertion covineed the uspiring Senator that 
tho syatem of Slavery added to other sins that of du- 
plivity ead Lwartlessness. From the moment of Mr. 
Buchanau's eloction, Mr. Douglas ceased to act with 
the lave power. Hed he lived throngh tho war, this 
might bave becn tho tnruing-peint of on illustrious 
and useful oarcer. He eroated the Anti-Leoomp- 
ton party and fonght Mr. Buchanon with os 
much courage as could bo expooted from a statesman 
who would insist upon being o politician, Ho saw 
nothing grander in our system than the Democratic 
party, and to this party bo clung with scporsti- 
tious tenacity. Bat ono stop higher and he 
might haye become tho leader of tho American peo- 
plo. Ho refused thot. step in 1858, when the 
country yearned for him, when Icaders of the 
Republican party wero willing to carry hia colors. 
Rothor than abandon an orgonization that wes really 
in tho hands of thioyes and money-cbangere, ho stood 
begging in the Senate for his old committee, only to be 
repulsed with contempt by the South, and to go to 
Lllinoia and do their bidding, It was tho want of 
moral purpose which makes mon oreato oxpedients 
that in the caso of Dovglas led him to sock a third 
party when he ran for the Presidonoy. His frends in 
the South sacrificed him for Breckinridge, while other 
frionds in the North, claiming to follow his prin- 
ciples, walked ovor him, as o bridge, to the side of the 
victorious Lincoln. It is in those last days 
of his oarcor that we find the real morit of Douglas's 


life. Taking him oll in all, as one of the lustiost men 
of this generation, his fate rominds us of a Spanish 
Matador who goes down to the arone gorgeous with 
spangies and feathers and valiant with his spear. He 
throw the red reg at tho country and made @ magnifi- 
cent fight But matadors have misfortanes, and this 
from Dlinois was tossed, and gored, and trampled, dy- 
ing in the very moment whon he of all men seemed 
called upon to liye—never to flout his red rg any 
more, 

‘What the war would have made Douglas, it is vain 
to {magine. Ho wasa stronuous American, and he 
know that the Sumter guns meant war, Tho last 
words of his life wero loyal and brave. Ho saw the 
necessity of national unity and energy. While w 
and warning the people, and insisting upon manly, 
patriotic action, tho strange tondenoy of his nature 
aonght its climax in the declaration that the Demo- 
cratio party could not be perpetuated unless overy 
Domoorat became o patriot! The party was all inall, 
and if men would bo good Demoorats, lot them fight ! 
Mr. Douglas's philosophy never sought a higher level. 
He did not seo o principle in tho issuc—a groat 
wrong atruggling to extend its kinfal power—o 
mighty notion warring with a crimo that 
it hed nurtured. He was keonly practical— 
lived merely in the dey, had no more earnest prayer 
than for daily bread, and, like all noted men whoso 
Mives are govorned by moro policy, leaves but a dim 
mark upon our history. The party which he made is 
disolyed, and wo speak of Douglas Demoorats with a 
muoh a feeling of long sgo as though we wero speak- 
ing of the Fodorolists and onti-Masons. Thoro is no 
true famo that is not based on truth, and the best wo 
can eay of Douglas is that bo was expediont.

whereon the North aud the Santi should be not uncely 
reconciled, but innde evermore fratomal and burw 
nious. I suggested that the President should ocea- 
sionally, as he conld find time, drop in on these cou- 
ferences and offor such suzzostions us he shonkd dew: 
fit—rother aso moderator ur common friend, thon 4s 
a party to the discussion. g 

‘A cnggestion of names being invited, I proposed 
those of Goy. Androw of Massachusetts, Gerrit Saith 
of New-York and Judge K.P. Spauidiug oF Olio, as 
three who seemed to me fair reproscotatives of the 
anti-Slavery sentiment of the North, while neither 
apocially obnoxious to nor disposed to deal burehly 
with tho South; and I added that I hoped they would 
be met by men like Gou. Ke E. Lee, 
Alexander * H. Stephens, &e., who wonld be 
recognized and heeded: by the Sonth as men 
in whose lnnds ber hovor and true interests would 
de safe, But Jadded thar J Led no special desiro that 
these or any particular men ahould bo aclooted, wish- 
ing ouly that those clioson from oither section should

Some two months later, after the meating of Con- 
gross, and whou the political sky bad become seeker, 
J wont again to Washington, om thegussurance oF © 
mutual friend that the Presidont desired to see mo, 
Tho Joint Committee on Reoonstraction had thon 
hon appointed, At au iuturview promptly accorded,
